ment ( ould correct any defects in his 
children’s eyes, teeth and nutrition at 
less than one-tenth 
what

cost him in any other way, how the 
county nurse could help him in case 
of serious illness in his family, espe­ 
cially how she would assist his wife 
when the baby came and advise her 
how to take care of the baby. 
When he got through the farm er 
said: 
“As nearly as I can figure it 
out, the county health department is 
worth at least $800 to me in real 
money every year.
